Landing is located between the 
canyon mouth and the lake 
Water began roiling down the 
canyon and picked up debris 
and momentum as it neared the 
narrow funnel-like mouth of the 
canyon that leads into the lake.

buildings, trailers, boats, cars 
and people into the lake as it 
churned down the canyon. 
A 
100-foot 
crane 
with

“clam shell" scoop was brought 
into the area to dig up the 
debris

pushed several 
hundred feet 
into the lake by the debris. The 
bay, once a tout 40 feet deep 
and used for launching boats, 
virtually has been filled by mud 
and silt.

No Survivors In Plane Crash 


SAIGON (UPI) — Authorities blamed a disgruntled 
officer in the government’s crack ranger force today for 
blow ing u p a n Air Vietnam jet during an abortive attempt 
to hijack the plane to Hanoi. Police said the ranger officer, 
who was recently demoted for car theft, led a three man 
band that blew up the Boeing 727 Sunday over coastal 
Phan Rang air base, killing all 70 persons aboard Police 
identified the hijacker as Le Due Tan, a 34 year old 
lieutenant recently reduced in rank from captain. Police 
sources said he was “ well known around Da Nang as a 
heavy drinker, womanizer and gam bler.” 


Babv Beef Goes To Market 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Retailers are watching to 
see how the public accepts baby beef that goes on sale this 
week The meat is cheaper, but the taste is different. Baby 
beef is expected to retail for eight to 10 cents a pound less 
than m ature beef because the animals are not given 
expensive feed grains. Baby beef animals are grown on a 
diet of milk and grass until they reach about 400 pounds, 
while m ature beef animals are fed grain in feedlots until 
they weight 1.000 'pounds or more.

Tkach said in an interview 
that

depression," but found Nixon 
suffering from exhaustion and 
“more concerned” than Tkach 
observed him to fie two weeks 
ago 
"He seems to be more tired.’’ 
said Tkach “ He doesn’t have 
that bounce to attack." 
Had the pardon helped his 
spirits? 
“The pardon didn’t, do him a 
damn 
bit of good," 
replied 
Tkach. 
He said, he feared a buildup 
of more tension or pressure 
could lead to a heart attack 
because Nixon is under “ severe 
physical strain."’ 


Tkach repeated the statement 
he m ade Saturday, that Nixon 
told him: 
“ If I go into the 
hospital. I’ll never come out 
alive " He said that when the 
former 
President 
spoke 
so 
fatalistically, “ I stopped right 
there." 


He said he believed Nixon 
feared he could develop more 
blood clots if he was bedridden 
in a hospital:

Boston School Disorders 
Bring Flurry Of Arrests

B( )ST( >N ( U P I ) 
Seven teen 
arrests and eight minor injuries 
were reported Friday on the 
second day of court-ordered 
desegregation in the city’s 
public schools. 
The National Association for 
the Advancem ent of Colored 
People said it would go to court 
to demand that the government 
provide “whatever measures 
are necessary” to protect black 
school children. 
The busing order was handed 
down June 21 by U S District 
Court Judge W. Arthur Garrity. 
There were six arrests and 13 
minor injuries when school 
opened Thursday . 
The disturbances both days 
were generally 
limited 
to 
schools in the all-white South 
Boston area. 
Thomas Atkins, head of the 
local NAACP chapter, said the 
group would ask Garrity “to 
use 'whatever measures are 
necessary, including the calling 
in of federal marshals, National 
Guardsmen or state police if 
that is what is needed.” 
Some members of a group of 
about 400 jeering white youths 
and parents threw rocks Friday 
at police and at buses carrying 
black children home from 
previously all-white South Bos­ 
ton High School. 
Police made 12 arrests as 
they 
dispersed 
the unruly 
crowd amid shouts of “nigger” 
and “nigger-Iover.” 
"We’ll stay here and throw 
rocks every day until this 
ends," a middle-aged woman 
said. 
Officials said two persons 
were hurt, a 16-year-old black 
student 
and 
a 
policeman 
escorting the buses on a 
motorcycle. 
Whites stoned busloads of 
blacks in three incidents in the 


Hyde Park and Roslindale 
sections of the city. Six 
youngsters 
sustained 
minor 
injuries 


Officials said blacks threw 
rocks at a bus in which 30 
white students were riding 
home from the Martin Luther 
King Middle School in Dor Ches­ 
ter 


The City Hall information 
center said the black bus driver 
-potted a group of blacks with 
rocks and had the children lie 
down on the floor The bus was 
damaged when the driver ran 
the intersection 
The center said the young 
sters were “ shaken but un­ 
hurt.” 


Garrity’s desegregation order 
calls for busing of 18,235 
students —half of them black 
and half of them white. 


A total of 45,000 students — 
about half the city’s total public 
school enrollment —have been 
reassigned under the order, 
most of them considered within 
walkingdistance of their new 
schools. 


Officials said only 4 per cent 
of all enrolled students attended 
classes Friday at South Boston, 
compared to 9 per cent 
Thursday. 


They said the attendance 
throughout the city Friday was 
64.4 per cent in high schools, 
63.6 per cent in middle schools 
and 71.5 per cent in elementary 
schools 
This averaged out to 67.7 per 
cent Friday, slightly higher 
than Thursday’s 66 per cent 
The normal attendance is 
about 80 per cent. 
Strict security measures were 
ordered by Mayor Kevin H 
White, who promised all par­ 
ents “I'00 per cent safely” for 
their children Police methodi­ 
cally swept streets clear of any 
groups of three or more 
persons near all schools.
